If 
so, then we should hide qnr heads in 
shame, but one thing ii certain—name- 
ly, be is constantly growing more nn 
meroom, more bold, more lawless and 
more menacing to life and property. 


If the report of a local paper can be 


relied upon, tbe tramp lodgers at the po 
b'oe station in Pittsfield, Masa, in* 
ereaaed from 1,965 in 1893 to 8,359 in 
1894, Nearly 70,000 men in the entire 
country sleep every night in police sta- 
tions or lodge in some convenient spot 
Where they are fairly safe from tbe ele- 
ments or from interference from lawful 
authorities. They are homeless, penni- 
less, and although many of them may 
have begun their tramp life as honest 
men they soon lose all sense of honor, 
self respect or ambition and often be- 
come reckless desperadoes. Indeed it ia 
getting to be dangerous to travel in nn- 
freqneated localities, even in the well 
settled east, without suitable weapon* 
or means of defense in numbers. 


It appears from recent statistics that 


of 1,300 tramps who were interviewed 
some 57 per cent had a trade, 41 per 
cent were unskilled laborers«nd only 16 
would admit they had no regular call- 
ing. 
Bnt one in 20 was under 80 years 


of age and one in three was over 70 
years of age. As regards health, only 
about 8 per cent claimed to be suffering. 
Two per cent only ascribed their condi- 
tion to drink. In New Jersey attempts 
have recently been made to organize 
vigilance committees-for the purpose of 
wiping the tramp out of existence or 
driving Luni by physical force out of 
the state. lu 19 states today legal men- 
tion ia made of the tramp specifically, 
and two more refer to him in their defi- 
nition of vagrancy. 


The remedies suggested for this do 


plorable, not to say startling, matter are 
numerous. Some advocate stricter laws 
and harsher treatment and others favor 
separating the decent tramp from the 
worthless one. lu nearly every case the 
authorities advise housekeepers not giv- 
ing to them in charity. 


But before the tramp problem can be 


settled rightly it |s necessary to det^r- 
miue whether any one is compelled to 
become a tramp. 
If this be decided in 


the negative, then duty is plain. Lot 
them all be sent to prison, aud at hard 
labor there. "If any would network 
neither shall he eat." 


But are not many—very many— 


tramps from compulsion? Is there not a 
great surplus of honest labor? Are net 
many of our dirty, frowsy, ragged, hope- 
less and even criminal tramps men who 
would be industrious and self support- 
ing provided they had not been forced 
into tramping? Has not the "unmerci- 
ful disaster" of our modern machine 
labor saving industry followed them 
"fast and followed faster," nutil their 
ambition and moral fiber have been de- 
stroyed? Has it not produced enforced 
idleness, the bane of general welfare 
rather than leisure, the blessing of it? 


There is no more melancholy specta- 


cle than the man who wants to work 
and can find no work to do. But the 
men who can work and will not work— 
let them starve. With tha band of labor 
made tenfold more productive by hu- 
man iugecaity the great problem, after 
all, is to find work for those who need 
it

An intelli- 
gent* painfully lacking iu aicut other 
parts of the Union has there prompted 
tbe leaving of considerable tracts of na- 
ture's own forest, as it was before man 
luaugjed and ruined it The result is 
chat magnificent elms, maples, oaks, 
hickories aud beeches abound, trees the 
very sight of which makes man feel glad 
be is alive and kin to all tbe nnij*er&e. 
The beautiful Genesee valley in western 
New York has today a much larger pro- 
portion of original forest standing than 
southern Ohio and many of the middle 
states farther west have, although these 
Were originally as Heavily timbered. 


The fcideous washed out hillside gul- 


lies that disfigure so much of tbe Ohio 
valley are almon unknown along the 
Genesee. The green hills are left stand- 
ing as nature made them, aud nature 
knew her business when she hid the 
sources of her springs and rivers among 
trees and verdure. 


In addition to the native forest ave- 


nues of splendid trees line the roadsides 
and skirt the farms, as restful to the 
traveler on a hot and dusty day as the 
shadow of a great rock in a weary land. 
These have been planted by the wise 
turners. They are mostly horse chest- 
nut and maple, with some hickory and 
other trees. They constitute hundreds o£ 
miles of glorious green avenues, beauti- 
ful enough for the garden of Eden.

tered by the fall, and the great txee crab 
W thus enabled to enjoy a hearty nieaL 
Now, the natives who inhabit regions 
infested by tins-, ill conditioned crab are 
well aware that the lower portion of the 
cub's auatoiiiv is .soft and sensitive, and 
thov believe that the "bivalve" was 
thus constructed m order that be might 
know vlieu ho had reached the ground, 
ami Mben, consequently, he might with 
safety retaise his grasp of the trunk. 


So what they do in order to stop his 


depredations which often ruin the co- 
eiuunt crops, is tins: While the crab is 
etff.':igpd in nipping off the eocoannta 
thi'v climb half wiy tip the trees and 
there dme a, row of long nails right 
around the tire, allowing au inch or 150 
of the nails to project. 


Ti)<^ crab h.<s no knowledge of disas- 


ter, nor yet tho litnos of things. As ho 
descends tho ?eiioiti\e part of bis body 
sudden !y touches tho nails. Thinking, lie 
fails, icaolu'ii thn ground, he naturally 
lets go Instantly ho falls backward and 
cracks his o\\u shell on the ground.—

Advice to TbOMi WUhlDK to Commit Bone* 


or Mtulc to Memory. 


"I wish yon would teach me how to 


commit to memory the songs I want to 
sing," said an amateur musician to a 
friend. "I have wever been able to com- 
mit my music to memory—at least have 
never done so—and I think it wonld be 
of use to me if I conld." 


"The process is not a difficult one," 


was the reply. "I have always found it 
easy to remember songs antrfwems by a 
certain rule or method that I adopted a 
long tame ago. Take any popular song, 
'The Last Rose of Summer,' for exam- 
ple. It is a good plan to read it over and 
get thft sentiment of the verse, which 
comprehends the idea of loneliness, the 
fading away of beautiful things' and the 
lack of sympathy in sadness. The rose is 
blooming alone. Its companions are 
faded and gone. Kc flower or kindred 
is nigh to share its pleasures or answer 
to its sighs. 
This is the groundwork— 


the skeleton, so to speak—of the verse. 
Impress this firmly on the mind and 
familiarize the thought with the senti- 
ment Imagine the garden with the one 
rose and faded leaves all aronnd. Once 
this is fixed in the memory it is com- 
paratively easy to fill in the remainder 
of $he words. This is one of the simplest 
and surest way of committing the words 
of a song to memory. 
"With most people memorizing the 


air of the soug is much easier, and this 
is done by hummiug again and again, 
referring to the minie vhenevttt there is 
any question. It is important to learn 
at air correctly at first, for when a mis- 
take is made at the outset one is almost, 
certain to blunder at the same place ever 
afterward-"—New York Ledger.

The circomstauces attending the 


adoption of tlw legend "E Plnribns 
Unnrn" as tuo motto of the United 
States have never been fully explained 
by the historians. It waa probably naed 
on coins—and some say upon early 
colonial flags—long before it was regu- 
larly recognized by the leading official* 
or the new republic. The oldest coin 
bearing the motto in full is a colonial 
cent coined by New Jersey in the year 
1786. 
The same yeanik appeared on a 


small medal recognized among the col- 
lectors of coins as "the confederatio." 
This medal was a national token, I be- 
lieve, and was coined by authority of 
tlie general government It bore on one 
side 13 stars and a blazing sun, the lat- 
ter surrounded by'theword"Coufeder- 
atio," which gives it the nnrae by which 
it is known to tho numismatists. 


The words in tho* headline are un- 


doubtedly from Virgil's "Moretns," a 
poem devoted to a description of a cer- 
tain salad! In the *hyming recipe he 
gives instructions for mixing the proper 
herbs and pounding the same in a mor- 
tar until the various colors blend as one. 
Some one has very appropriately said 
that "the colonies were mixed iu the 
mortar of the Revolution uud caiue oat 
as one homogeneous nation."—St 
Louis Republic,

street.

Potato Scab, 


The Rh<xle Island experiment station 


has found that whenever ashes or air 
slaked lime was used on potatoes the 
amount of scab has been greatly in- 
creased. This has held true even when 
the seedvras treated with corrosive sub- 
limate. The conclusion readied at the 
station is that the scab disease is check- 
ed by tlio natural sourness of the soil, 
»nd that lime, by correcting this sour- 
ness, makes it easier for tho disease to 
spread. Stable manure is alkaline, and 
this, too, makes a better breeding placa 
for the disease. This is the best erplaisa- 
tion we have yet had. However useful 
lime or wood ashes may be on other 
crops/we would not use either directly 
on potatoes.

With Hi* Work. 


Alphouse Datidet thus describes his 


method of writing a book: "I write 
slowly, very slowly, arid revise and re- 
vise. 1 am never satisfied with my work. 
My novels I always write myself. I nev- 
er could dictate a novel As to my plays, 
I nsed formerly to dictate them. J had 
a certaiix talent, ia niy legs, Just as Nai- 
poleon, h'aAacertai^jgeimis ,in thp legs 
of- his" soldiers. .My "books go through 
many processes. To begin with, I fill my 
notebooks. Each note as it is nsed is 
Bcratehed out in blue or red pencil 
From these written notes and the tablets 
of my memory—' the deltoi of my mem- 
ory'—I write out in copybooks the first 
copy of my iiovel. 


"I write this first copy on alternate 


pages of my copybooks, and leave the 
opposite sbeut blank. When the book is 
finished in its rough state, I rewrite it 
page by page on the blank sheets. The 
page on the right is the amended copy 
of the page on the left. Then my wife 
looks at this second copy and suggests 
to me what, improvements might be 
made. I note these down. 


"Then I rewrite the whole book again 


with the joy of a schoolboy who feels 
that a wearisome task is ended. So that, 
apart from my notes, I write each man- 
uscript three times over, and if I could 
do so I would write it as many times 
more, for, as I have said, I am never 
satisfied with my work. But I am very 
irregular in my way of working. Some- 
times I work 18 hours a day, and day 
by day."—Rockland (Me.) Tribune.
